The  centrifugal  drift  of  population  from  towns  has  been 
reflected  in  an  accelerated  pace  of  building  development  in 
fringe  districts  such  as  Billinge-and-Winstanley . Estates 
mushroom  in  all  parts.  From  a total  of  1,523  houses  on  the 
Council  rate  books  at  the  end  of  1945  there  was  an  increase  to 
1919  by  December  1955  and  to  2,197  by  the  end  of  1961  - including 
166  in  1961  alone. 

The  majority  of  the  residents  commute  to  jobs  within  easy 
reach  outside  since  the  opportunities  within  the  area  are  so 
limited.  Coal  mining,  especially  of  the  opencast  variety  is 
on  the  wane,  enabling  the  landscape  to  be  restored.  Stone- 
quarrying  thrives  and  brick  and  terra  cotta  manufactures  likewise 
flourish  from  the  demands  of  the  Building  Trade.  Agriculture 
continues  to  exercise  its  basic  appeal  to  the  anpropriate  types. 
Meanwhile  the  maintenance,  domestic  and  laundry  work  at  the 
enlarging  Billinge  Hospital  premises  absorb  a considerable 
amount  of  labour,  especially  of  the  female  class.  Unemployment 
is  insignificant  and  mostly  transient. 

As  to  re-development,  with  the  very  autonomy  of  the 
authority  in  question,  it  appears  pointless,  if  feasible  for 
a small  township  such  as  this  to  engage  in  ambitious  enterprises 
out  of  the  restricted  resources  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council 
from  rates.  Nevertheless,  subject  to  the  caprice  of  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Authority,  a substantial  improvement  is 
being  achieved  in  some  aspects  of  the  area.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 


Although  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  forward  any  specimens  for

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

No  change  was  made  or  indicated  in  the  excellent  arrangements 
of  the  Ambulance  Service,  supplied  by  the  County  Council.  No 
difficulty  was  encountered  and  no-  complaint  made  during  the  year, 
the  service  being  prompt  and  efficient  at  the  instance  of  the 
doctor  or  nurse  for  either  ambulance  or  car.  (Telephone  number 
Wigan  55151). 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  County  District  Nurses  continued  to  work  in  effective 
liaison  with  their  Medical  Colleagues  to  the  general  advantage 
and  individual  benefit  of  the  patients.

(d)  Home  Hein 

This  service,  supplying  the  needs  of  the  aged  and  invalid 
is  provided  and  excellently  administered  by  the  County  Council 
through  the  medium  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer'  of  Health. 

A ready  response  to  any  representation  on  behalf  of  a worthy 
case  is  forthcoming  on  application  to  the  Supervisor  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Offices,  Telephone  Number  Wigan  44208. 

( e ) The  Health  Visitors 

Primarily  responsible  for  the  after-care  and  guidance  of 
mothers  with  newly  born  children,  these  nurses  have  also  contri- 
buted flexibly  to  many  other  aspects  of  the  Public  Health  and 
National  Health  Services  within  the  domestic  sphere.  Their 
liaison  is  much  esteemed. 

(f ) Domiciliary  Mi dw i f e rv 

The  tendency  to  treat  childbirth  almost  as  a pathological 
rather  than  a physiological  process  is  widespread  today.  In 
consequence  hospital  delivery  is  increasingly  popular  and 
probably  advisable  in  first  confinements.  But  with  the  adequate 
ante  natal  supervision  now  available  many  could  safely  be  confined 
at  home.  Nurse  Ashall  the  local  midwife  attended  a total  of  28 
deliveries  during  the  year  (Telephone  number  Billinge  352). 

(g)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  - No  change 

(h)  Child  Welfare 


The  local  Clinic  under  the  County  control  is  held  in  the 
Billinge  Conservative  Club  every  Tuesday  afternoon  between 
2.0  p.m.  and  4.30  p.m.  Mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  with 
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(h)  Child  Welfare 

their  children  under  school-age  and  guidance  is  given  on  general 
upbringing,  with  advice  on  minor  ailments.  Baby  foods  are  also 
made  available  at  reduced  prices  on  the  Medical  Officer* s 
recommendati ons . 

(i)  Hospitals 

The  all  embracing  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Scheme 
continued  to  expand  the  hospital  facilities  for  local  patients. 
The  majority  receive  their  treatments,  whether  as  in-patients  or 
out-patients,  at  one  of  the  hospitals  in  the  Wigan  and  Leigh 
Group.  A minority  go  to  the  St.  Helens  Hospitals.  Special  cases 
have  treatment  in  Manchester  or  Liverpool  Hospitals.  Infectious 
cases  requiring  hospital  isolation  are  usually  transported  to 
Whelley .

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1.  Water 

St.  Helens  Corporation  Joint  'Pater  Board  continued  to  supply 
water  to  the  Authority.  Throughout  the  year  a good  and  wholesome 
supply  of  water  was  furnished,  the  bacteriological  samples 
submitted  weekly  by  the  Water  Board  being  consistently  satisfactory. 
The  water  supply  to  Bi Hinge  comes  from  three  sources:- 

1.  Bisphan  Pumping  Station,  formerly  the  supply  of  Wigan  Corporati 
and  now  coning  under  the  Makerfield  Water  Board. 


2.  Cob  Moor  Pumping  Station. 

3.  A bulk  supply  from  Liverpool  Corporation. 

It  was  noted  during  the  year  that  the  water  was  not  as  soft 
as  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  Water  Board's  administration, 
but  there  was  an  adequate  and  plentiful  supply  of  water  throughout 
the  year.  The  water  is  consistently  reported  upon  as  being  free 
from  organic  pollution  and  in  every  way  fit  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes.

2 . Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  two  new  sewage  disposal  plants  operated  adequately 
throughout  the  year,  catering  for  the  hulk  of  the  sewage  of 
the  district.  No  complaint  was  forthcoming  from  the  Rivers 
Board  as  to  pollution  of  streams  by  effluents. 

Only  in  the  remote  hamlet  at  Kings  Moss  can  there  now  be 
said  to  be  a problem.  Some  building  development  has  already 
taken  place  there  and  septic  tank  treatment  of  excrement  is  all 
that  is  available.  A separate  provision  is  obviously  needed 
but  further  consideration  of  this  must  attend  the  decisions  of 
the  Boundary  Commissioners. 

During  the  year  126  new  houses  and  three  existing  houses 
were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

3.  Rivers  and.  Streams 


There  is  no  industrial  pollution  of  any  watercourse  and 
the  sewerage  danger  has  now  been  eradicated  in  all  parts  with 
the  possible  exception  of  Kings  Moss. 

4.  Sanitary  Accommodation 

A re-enumeration  of  the  privy  middens  and  closets  revealed 
a suprising  reduction  explainable  by  the  closure  or  demolition 
of  property  under  Slum  Clearance.  This  feature  continuing  in 
conjunction  with  the  impetus  provided  by  the  augunentation  of 
the  Conversion  Grant  from  £7.  to  £20.  should  effect  a much 
accelerated  decline  towards  ultimate  elimination. 

Privy  middens  continued-  to  be  emptied  systematically. 

Three  conversions  were  effected  in  the  year.

It  was  noticeable  during  the  year  there  were  many  complaints  of 
rats  throughout  the  area.  Householders  complained  that  they  had  seen 
a rat  about  their  premises.  These  isolated  cases  were  dealt  with  as 
far  as  possible.  It  was  assumed  that  many  of  these  cases  were  due  to 
the  extensive  works  taking  place  in  the  area,  the  filling  in  of  former 
quarries  and  the  construction  of  the  new  North/South  Highway. 
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The  sewers  of  the  district  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  and  at  no 
tine  was  there  evidence  of  rats  in  the  sewers. 

7.  • Refuse  Collection 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  work  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  Full  employment  is  provided  for  six  full  tine 
nen.  The  new  Dual-tip  pattern  vehicle  which  was  acquired  in  1961 
continued  to  give  satisfactory  service.  However  there  is  a 
definite  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  to  be  cleared  which 
is  having  a narked  effect  upon  the  work.  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident,  particularly  during  the  winter  months, 
that  it  will  not  be  long  before  a second  vehicle  will  have  to 
cone  into  use. 

Refuse  was  collected  weekly  from  dustbins  provided  by  the 
owner- occupier.  The  weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  except  for  the  interruptions  caused  by  public  and 
general  holidays. 

Tipping  Space 

Use  was  nade  of  the  tip  for  refuse  at  the  old  quarry  off 
■Win Stanley  Road,  but  it  is  rapidly  being  filled.  The  Committee 
has  looked  at  various  sites  with  a view  to  being  in  a position 
to  bringing  to  use  a new  tip  as  soon  as  that  in  Winstanley 
Road  is  exhausted. 

The  refuse  tip  was  treated  regularly  with  bait  and  insecticides 
as  a precaution  against  rodent  and  insect  infestations. 

8 . Shops  and  Offices 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  continued  to  act  as  Shop  Inspector 
on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 

There  are  36  shops  in  the  area.  Cn  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  regular  visits  were  nade  concerning  working  hours, 
weekly  half  day  holidays,  intervals  for  meals  and  rest  for  young 
persons  employed  in  shops  and  other  provisions  relating  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers.  Details  of  each  shop 
inspection  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
any  contraventions  reported  were  dealt  with  directly  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  Public  Health  Authority 
as  regards  certain  provisions  under  Section  38  of  the  Shops  Act 
1930' which  deals  with  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation  and 
temperature  of  shops. 

Conditions  in  the  Offices  and  Shops  wrere  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  a marked  improvement  being  shown  during  the  last 
few  years,  particularly  since  1935  when  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
made  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Actcame  into  operation. 

9 » Licenced  Premises  ~~ 


Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  licenced  premises  in 
the  district  and  the  sixteen  licenced  premises  are  adequately 
provided  with  suitable  sanitary  accommodation.  In  tw'd  cases 
improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.  There  remains  one 
licenced  premises  where  improvements  could  be  carried  out,  and 
the  owners  have  been  contacted,  /mother  public  house  is  due  for 
demolition.  • ■ 
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10.  Clubs 

There  are  five  clubs  in  the  district  and  all  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory  so  far  as  sanitary  arrangements  are  concerned. 

Attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  cleansing  and  sterilising 
of  glasses  and  all  premises  used  a recognised  detergent. 

It  is  true  to  say.  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955 
have  proved  very  useful  so  far  as  licenced  nremises  are  concerned

11.  Atmospheric  Pollution 

General  observations  of  works'  chimneys  were  made  during  the 
year,  but  there  was  no  cause  'for  complaint. 

The  attention  of  the  industrialists  in  the  district  was 
drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  the 
Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  which  came 
into  force  on  1st  June,  1958. 

12.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

One  private  swimming  bath  is  well  maintained,  having  its 
own  purification  plant. 

13.  Hairdressing  Establishments 

There  are  four  hairdressing  shops  in  th,e  district, 
all  for  females.  These  have  been  visited  at  regular  intervals. 
These  ladies  shops  are  modern,  fitted  with  hot  and  cold  water, 


toilet  facilities,  etc,.

SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

The  forty  flats  in  the  Beacon  Road  Estate  were  conpleted 
and  all  let  to  occupiers  of  condemned  dwellings.  Forl^two 
vacated  houses  have  consequently  been  left  for  attention, 
fourteen  for  closure  and  twentyeight  for  demolition.  In  the 
process  ten  cases  of  overcrowding  consisting  of  thirteen 
families  and  comprising  fortyfour  persons  were  relieved. 

Opportunity  was  also  taken  under  the  Points  Scheme  to  relieve, 
a further  four  cases  of  overcrowding  involving  eight  families 
and  twentysix  individuals  by  the  allocation  of  casual  vacancies 
in  Council  Houses.  Overcrowding  however  persists  to  the  extent 
of  seventeen  lodgers  in  thirtyfour  families  combining  104-  persons 
as  well  as  thirteen  householders  with  sixtysix  persons  on  the 
Council  files  of  applicants  for  tenancies.  It  is  estimated 
that  230  houses  will  be  reouired  to  complete  the  Slum. Clearance 
Programme  including  thirty  for  overcrowding.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  has  sanctioned  the  erection  of  houses,  flats  and  old 
people’s  bungalows  on  a site  off  Gantley  Road.  Layout. plans  have 
been  submitted  and  approved  and  when  completed,  114  units  will  be 
erected  on  this  site,  consisting  of  3 8 one  bedroom  units,  32 
two  bedroom  units  and  24  three  bedroom  units.  Sanction  has  been 
obtained  to  proceed  during  the  current  year  with  the  construction 
of  20  houses  or  flats.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  completion 
of  this  site  will  take  four  years  but  it  will  ultimately  relieve 
overcrowding  and  permit  the  clearance  of  obsolete  property  to  a 
very  large  degree. 

There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  which  are  sub-standard 
but  which  are  not  in  such  a state  of  disrepair  as  to  be  included 
in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes.  The  residents  of  these  dwellings  are 
normally  content  to  remain  in  their  present  homes  and  would  welcome 
the  improvement  of  their  homes  to  give  them  the  minimum  amenities 
which  are  expected.  Two  kinds  of  grants  are  available  for 
modernising  older  houses  - 

1.  The  STANDARD  GRANT  of  1959  which  householders  can 
claim  as  a right.  During  the  tine  this  Act  has  been 
in  operation  51  houses  have  been  improved  and 
have  the  basic  five  amenities. 

2.  DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS  which  covers  more  extensive 
improvements  paid  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

So  far  the  Council  has  not  thought  fit  to  implement 
this  form  of  grant. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  maximum  number  of  houses 
capable  of  being  raised  to  a.  higher  standard  of  fitness  comfort 
and  convenience  should  be  preserved  and  should  include  the 
provision  of  such  amenities  as  washbasins,  baths,  food  stores, 
etc.  - all  aids  to  healthy  living. 

Billinge  continues  to  attract  private  developers.  There 
is  still  a large  demand  for  sites,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
177  houses  on  six  sites  were  -under  construction  by  private 
developers.

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  (relating  to  persons  suffering 
fron  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade)  or  under 
section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1930?  relating^to  the 
ccmpulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  .iron 
tuberculosis.  The  notification  of  tuberculosis . in  the  area  is 
efficient,  there  being  no  instance  of  non-notified  tuberculosis 
death.

Factories  and  Workplaces 


Fart  1 of  the  Factories  Act,  1957 


Inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  provisions  as  to 
health  -under  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

The  Fublic  Health  Inspector,  working  in  liaison  with  HM. 
Inspector  of  Factories,  maintained  effective  supervision  of 
local  factories  and  workshops  from  the  Public  Health  aspect. 

Agriculture  (Safety.  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions')  Act,  1956 

This  act  imposes  upon  Local  Authorities  the  duty  of  ensuring 
that  all  agricultural  units  within  its  area,  where  workers  are 
employed  in  agriculture,  are  provided  with  suitable  and  sufficient 
sanitary  arrangements,  which  must  be  properly  maintained. 

There  are  46  agricultural  units  in  the  Urban  District  which 
are  generally  small  in  character.  Inspections  carried  out 
indicate  that  most  have  available  wrater  or  conservancy  type  of  sani- 
tary conveniences  to  meet  the  needs  of  regular  workers.  Where 
persons  are  employed  on  seasonal  work,  chemical  closets  are  usually 
erected.
